New Orleans, La., July 8.—The gov­ 
ernment experts here ere of the be­ 
lief that the boll weevil is no longer 
a serious menace to cotton. Despite 
the large number of weevils this year 
Louisiana and Mississippi bid fair to 
produce record crops. Careful atten­ 
tion is declared to be the secret of 
the victory over the pest. By this is 
meant the keeping of the fields clear 
of litter and rubbish, picking off the 
punctured bolls and burning them, 
•and exposing as much of the plant to 
the sun as possible. This latter is ac­ 
complished by leaving more space be­ 
tween rows and plants and by trim­ 
ming out as much of the plant as pos­ 
sible to prevent too much “weed.” 
The farmers generally appear to have 
followed the advice of the government 
experts along these lines. Even the 
negro farmers seem to have learned 
that It is money In their pockets to 
keep their fence corners cleaned up 
so that they will not afford harbor­ 
ing places for 
the 
over-the-winter 
weevils.

Marquette, Mich:, July 
8.— "Black 


Bart" Holzhay, whose criminal career 
was one of the most spectacular ever 
recorded in the United. States, will be 
released tomorrow from 'the Marquet- 
te -prison, 'after having served twen- 
ty-four years .of -a life sentence im- 
posed on him in- 1889 for murder. His 
release is made possible by legisla- 
tion enacted two years ago, which ex- 
tends the benefits of the parole law 
to convicta: under-going life sentence. 


Holshap is now 47 years old. When 


he 'was received at1 the prison 'he was 
illiterate and possessed a record as a 
desperado, stage coach and train rob- 
ber. He gave . the prison much1 trou- 
'ble during the first few years, 'but fol- 
lowing a surgical operation his char- 
acter changed completely and he be- 
came a model .prisoner. He has since 
been a. student and has given him- 
self a good education. For many years 
ho has been the prison librarian and 
photographer. 


.Because of his swarthy. appearance 


and ill ikept beard Holshay gained the 
name of "Black Bart" the bandit, 
and under that sobriquet he became 
notoriou-s as the 
moat .picturesque 


criminal in the histories of Wisconsin 
and 
Michigan— the 'cerror 
of 
two 


states. His exploits in' 'the woods of 
northern Michigan rivaled those of 
Jesse James. iA peaceful lumberjack 
for a long while, he suddenly -broke 
into a series of crimes which contin- 
ued until the "mention of his name 
struck terror to the hearts oftravel- 
ers in the north woods. S;ages were 
stopped one after the other on their 
trips between the lumber camps and 
the town and their passengers held 
up, the mail sacks rifled and every 
article of value stolen. 


Finding stage coaches 
too lame, 


Holzhay took 'to holding up 
trains, 


going through the coaches and rob- 
bing every passenger. -Large rewards 
were placed on his head by the gov- 
ernment and the railroads, "but he 'was 
fearless and was not captured. 'The re 
wards grew as his depredations con- 
tinued until they totaled the sum of 
$2,500. Every man in. the woods was 
patcn'fn'e for" Eirrr, tmt" wfietf Holzhay 
appeared in their camps and demand- 
ed food they feared to lay hands up- 
on him. 


•Holzliay's career of crime 'continued 


unmolested, 
'banks, 
stores, 
trains, 


stage coaches and 
private houses 


alike falling into bis, hands and get- 
ting out again with less than they 
possessed 
'before. Finally 
Holzhay 


planned' to 'hold up 'the stage which 
.passed Lake Gogebic, learning that 
several Chicago bankers, among them 
A. E. Fleischbein, were to 
be on 


board. He stopped the coach and de- 
manded me- money from the bankers. 
Fleischbein reached his hand into his 
pocket, hut instead of cash he .pulled 
out a revolver. Behre he could shoot 
the bandit h«A fired and Fleischbein 
ell, mortally -wounded.- A second man 
tried to resist, but Holzhay shot him 
also, searched the men and got- away.

been a different man. 'He has given 
no trouble whatever, his demeanor 
has been as gentle as tha't of a child, 
and all his time when not at work 
has -been devoted to reading.

OKLAHOMA'S DEMfONSTBATION 


FAfiM DEPAIMFAIEiM 


In perhaps no state in the Union 


have the agricultural interests Deen 
given more attention and more ma- 
terial assistance than in the state of 
Oklahoma. 
Each 
legislature 
since 


statehood has generously''considered 


- the iiroblems of agriculture tending 


toward the development of the agri- 
cultural resources of the state and 
in none of 'these movements was more 
effective 
work 
accomplished 
than 


through the creation of the depart- 
ment of Demonstration Farms. The 
department as created by the state 
conforms largely to the plans now 
in operation in various other sta'tes 
in the Union, and the following brief 
sketch of the history of tho depart- 
ment outlines what has been accom- 
plished during the-short period tbnt 
the department has been in operation. 


Under 'the present law the State 


Board, of Agriculture may contract 
•with some reliable farmer in each 
county to maintain and operate a dem 
onstration farm of forty acres. The 
farmer furnishes the land and labor 
and the state furnishes tbe seed and 
gives instructions for 
::he handling 


of the crop. Should the farmer fail 
on account of unavoidable conditions 
to make sufficient crops to pay for 
the rent of -:he land ail 
labor done 


upon the crops, at the price of thirty 
cents j>er hour for labor of man and 
team, the state reimburses him for 
the loss sustained. 'However, if the 
crops harvested should more than re- 
pay the farmer under the terms of 
the contract the surplus does not re- 
vert to the state bin to the farmer. 
Under this law the Demonstration 
Farm Department has been operating 
since 1909 and IMS accomplished the 
following results: 


It has maintained an average of fif- 


ty demonstration farms through three 
very -bad crop years aiid these farm- 
er's have each year shown profits 
above all costs. These demonstration 
farms have, in most instances, been 
object lessons to the farmers of the 
community in the 'proper methods of 
good farming. They have alj been a 
source of reliable seed of standard

crops, since the seed furnished 'the 
demonstration farmers in the first 
instance 'was the very best that could 
be obtained and they hav* been in- 
structed to keep the same pure. These 
farms have served as a source of in- 
spiration to surrounding farmers as 
well as a means of increased profits 
to the demonstration farmers them- 
selves. They have shown a produc- 
tion more than 'fifty per cent great- 
er per acre than the average farms 
of the state. 


The demonstration farm 
depart- 


ment, has, during its existence, .writ- 
ten more than one hundred thousand 
letters. More than thirty-five thousand 
of these are the product of this one 
year's work and more than fifty per 
cent of these have been in answer to 
inquiries. The depaXment has mailed 
out thousands of bulletins giving in- 
formation on the very best methods of 
handling -known crops, or giving in- 
formation regarding new crops that 
should be grown in the state. It has 
isued twenty thousand copies of the 
quarterly report of the. State Board 
o'f Agriculture, entitled "Manual of 
'Farm Crops 
and Allied 
Subjects," 


Xvliich contains information especi- 
ally adapted to Oklahoma.
